Deſire, by Reaſon, that Charity adds Force 


to Prayer, and God is more ready to grant us, 


when we are united in him, as Chriſt himſelf 
aſſured us, that whereſcever two or three are 


gathered together in his Name, he is in the 


midſt of them. When this Novena is not 


performed in the Church with the gereral 


Concourſe of the People, it were convenient, 


that if it be done in a private Houſe, all the 
Family ſhould join in performing it, all to- 


gether begging that of God for every one, 
which each a-part bers tor himſelf. | 

For the Conveniency of ſuch as ſtand in 

ced cf farther Direction, we will here ſet 
down: thoſe Prayers, that are proper to be ſaid | 
every Day; neverthcleſs ſuch, as are org de- 
Vout, may beg the ſame thing of this Saint, 
in ſuch Terms and Language. as their Devotion

St. Roch, of the Society of Jeſus in Liſbon, 


which is a tacit Approbation of this Devotion. 
How much the Devotion cf this Noe 
daily ſpreads, is well known: On this Ac- 


count St. Francis has obtained Favours for ſeve- | 


ral Perſons, as they themſelves teſtify. In the 
Year 1683 it was performed at Madrid with 
extraordinary Solemnity, in the Royal Chapel 


of the Palace, their Catholick Majeſties being 
every Day there preſent.

* Chiriſt's Vicar, with Tittle of Nuncius Apoſto- 


licus, to preach the Goſpel to the Indians; in 
ten Years he ran over all the Eaſt, making a- 


bove an hundred thouſand Miles. He revived. 
that Faith, St. Thomas the Apoſtle had there be- 


fore taught; then foretelling, that when the Sea 
ſhould come up to the Croſs, (which he erect- 


1 ed) as it did, when St. Xaverius enter'd thoſe 


Parts, then ſhould Furope ſend one, that ſhould 


4 preach the ſame Doctrine he had already taught 


them. He converted many hundred thouſand 
of Infidels; with ſeveral Kings, Queens, and 
Princes. He threw down the Temples of Ma- 
homet, and of the Idols, whereof he broke 
forty thouſand; he erected innumerable Church- 
es, baptized with his own hand, above a Mil- 
lion and two hundred thouſand Perſons: He 
was the firſt that preach'd to ſeveral Nations 
and Iſlands, and particularly Fapony, which 
contains threeſcore and ſix Kingdoms; and de- 
ſigning to convert that great Empire of China, 
died in the way, in the Iſland of Sanciano. You 
ſee, how well is verified that Prophecy of a Ho- 
ly Nun, his Siſter, that deſired her Father to 
let him continue his Studies. for he ſhould | 
prove a great Apoſtle of the Indies.

He was alſo a Prophet, foretelling Things to 
come, and far diſtant, and knowing the very ſe- 3 


creteſt Thoughts of Man's Heart, inſomuch, 
that at the ſame time the King in Portygal, and 
. Ignatius at Rome ordered things to be done, 
he in the Indies publiſhed and executed their 


Orders, and with that certainty, that once in a 


puͤblick Sermon from the Pulpit, he exactly re- 
lated the Succeſs and Circumſtances of a Bat- 
tle, which in that very Nick of time was fought 
between the Aceni, and the Chriſtians, ahore 
three thouſand Miles diſtant from the Place, 
where he then preached, as by ſtrict Examina- 
0 afterwards was found to be true. This 

{. retelling future things, grew ſo cuſtomary to 
him, that he was ſcarce called any thing but 
P copact ; ; whereypon a moſt Jearned Man, with | 
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d Reaſon ſaid, that the Spirit of Prophecy 


Ka -ancis it was a continual Habit. | 
He was not only Maſter of Philoſophy al at 
Paris, but alſo Teacher of the Divine Wiſ- 
dom in the Indies, preaching the Goſpel to all 
ſorts of People, confuting in ſeveral publick 
Diſputes the Brachmans ot the Indians, the I- 
| many of the Turks, the Bonzi of the Faponi- 
| ans, (all falſe Preachers of Idolatry) with that 
Fame and Renown; that a Pagan came ſix 
| thouſand Miles, only tohear his Doctrine; whoſe 


tity of his own Life, and of theſe his Diſciples, 


| Gaſper Berzeus, Coſmo Torres, Antonio Crimi- 


nale, the firſt that was martyred there, and 
many others of his Order; and even by the 
Children he nurſed up in this Holy Doctrine, 
who became great Preachers, and wrought ma- 
ny Miracles, caſt out Devils, cured Diſeaſes, 
threw down Idols, and finally by the fix hun- 
dred Martyrs in the Iſland of Manar, and in- 
finite others of Japeny and the Indies, chat 
were all his Diſciples. 

The fourth Gift of V irtues, meaning that 
which adorns the Soul, was in him moſt admi-⸗ 
rable. His Love of God is ſufficiently known 
all the World over; fo far rom being biaſs'd

More. And at another time having a taſte of 
Divine Conſolations to that degree, as he dif- 
owned himſelf any farther capable of receiving 
them, he ſaid ; Satis eff Domine, ſatis /. It 


is enongh, Lord, it is enough. Such was his | 
Charity, that he went to preach the Goſpel io 


the Infidels, bare-foot, trampling upon Thorns, 
loaded with a little Furniture for Maſs, and 


ſome few pious Books; provided only with a 
ſpare Quantity of Rice; waiting upon others 
running at their Horſes Heels, to haſten the 
ſooner to the converting of Souls; always out 


of himſelf with the Love of God; ſuffering 
ſo many Misfortunes at Sea by Tempaſts and 


| frequent Shipwrecks, thrice ſinking under the 


Ship, always in Dangers and Troubles, Croſ- 
ſes Afflictions; perſecuted by Infidels, Thieves, 
Devils, falſe Bretiren ; had in Deriſion, ſcof- 
fed at, and moſt barbarouſly miſus'd by thoſe 
he had been moſt charitable and beneficial un- 
to; beaten moſt cruelly by the wicked Spirits, 


and moleſted with their Temptations ; threat- 


ned to be murdered by Cut-throats ; by Idolaters 


held for a Mad-man, even in the Court of the 


King of Anangucci, where they reviled him 
with Curſes, cover'd him with Dirt, over- 
whelmed him with Stones, and teacheroufly 
laid Snares to take away his Life; often endea- 


vouring to poiſon him, twice giving him into 
the Hands of Aſlaſſinates to be diſpatched. Be-

ing ſtoned by the Gentiles of the Iſland of Moro, 
he made his eſcape over a broad River, by 
means of a great T'\,mber-Beam, which he hand- 
led and turned like a little Wand. How often 
did he give his Life for Chriſt ? When he at- 
tended thoſe that were infected with the Plague; 
when he upbraided their Infidelity to the very 
Gentiles, ready armed with Stones to kill him 
when in ſpite of Princes and Prieſts, he threw 
down their Idols; when he alone reſiſted a 
whole Army of Fadagi, that in a fury intended 
to oppoſe the Chriſtians; when he intruſted 
himſelf going into Japony, Ina ſmall Boat to 
Pirates, infamous for killing Paſſengers; when 
he entered the Iſland of Moro, where they eat 
Man's Fleſh; when he went to China, where 
it was Death for any to enter: So much did he 
love Ged and his Neighbour, but contemned 
and made himſelf moſt deſpicable, exerciſing 
all Severity imaginable upon his tender Fleſh. 
A Man that was ſo nobly born, of the Race 
of the Kings of Navarre, and honourcd with 
the I'itie of Nuncius Ape/to.icus, kneeled to 
every poor and ordinary Priſt, to kiſs his Hand; 
making and deeming himſclf a Slave to all; 
In the Ships, Inns, Hoſpitals, ſerving the ve- 
ry meaneſt Beggar and baſeſt Servants ; look- 
ing after their Horſes, ſweeping their Cham- 
bers, waſhing their dirty Linnen and Veſſels; 
exercaing the loweſt Offices, even cleaning 
C. 3: their 
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their Sores and Wounds, with that Charity 
Victory of himſelf, as to ſup up the Water, 
wherewith he had waſhed ore, that had a Le- 
proſy, and another time to ſuck out the Putre- 
faction and Matter of a moſt loathſome Sore; 


I omit his other Virtues: He eat only once a 


Day, and then only a little burnt Rice, and 
often nothing for four, five, fix, and ſeven Days 


together; his Drink was Water: he was 


cloathed with a Hair-ſhirt, wore one ſingle 


Garment of black Canvas, all patched ; his 


Sleep was either at Land upon the bare Ground, 


| or ſ the Cables on Shipboard ; his Penance fo 


rigid and auſtere, that he fainted often thro' 
his Faſtings and ſevere Diſciplines, where- 
with he tore his tender and innocent Body. If 


by Virtue you mean Miracles, he wrought in- 


finite. In the Fire, ſtopping it with his bare 
Word, when a Houſe was actually burning 

in the Air, driving away the Plague from Ma- 
laca, with the ſweet Savour of his dead Corps, 
and making it rain Stones and Aſhes upon the 
City of 70%, rebeiling from Chriſt and the 


Portugueſe, which filling up the Ditches, and 
demoliſhing the Walls, forced them to a Sur- _ 


render. In the Water, allaying Tempeſts, 
ſweetning Salt Water by the Sign of the Croſs, 
or dipping his Foot therein. In the Earth, 


cauſing Earthquakes. In his own Body, 


raiſing it in the Air, preſerving it Incorrupt, 
and in the Flower of Virginity, ever free 


from 
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From the leaſt Motion of Concupiſcence. He 


ſtill lived. tho* amongft ſo many Snares, Diſ- 
caſes, Labours, Plagues and Poiſons, even with- 
out the leaſt Infection or Hurt untouched ; and 
after Death, ſending out a moſt odoriferous 
Savour, even amonelt quick Lime, and moiſt 


and wet Earth. The very Beaſts obeyed him; 


a Lobſter brought to Shore his Croſs, that had 
fallen into the Sea. The Devils feared him, 


_difpoſſeſſing all that were brought to him. In 


the Iſland of Moro, at his firſt Sermon he 


| preached there, the Earth ſhaking and opening, 


hideous Cries and Shrieks of Dev 11 were heard, 
that fed from their ſo long inhabited Domini- 


ons, inſomuch that they appeared all ſurround- 


cd with Fire in the Air, to the People, crying 
out, You burn and torment us, Aar you 


dire us from our Kingdom. 


He was no leſs famous for the fifth Gift of 
curing Diſeaſes : Witneſs Francis Perez, Rec- 
tor then of the College of Malaca, who upon 
the Point of Gaſping, was perfectly cured by 
St. Francis's embracing him. He, that he healed 
of tis Wounds, by carrying him upon his Back. 
That Leper, whoſe Sores he cured with only 
waſhing them. Witneſs alſo the Biſhop of 
Malaca, who defiring a Summary of all the 
Miracles the Saint had wrought, and finding 
after ſtrict Examination, eight hundred only in 
his own Dioceſs, ceaſed to proſecute his firſt 
8 houghts, deſpairing ever to reckon them. 2 

the 
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in this Point, where, not he in his own Perſon 


only, but his Hair, Girdle, Beads, the very 
Pulpit he preached in, the Lamps that burnt be- 


fore his Shrine, the Water wherein was dipped 
only a Medal of his, even his very Shadow 


(which is yet more wonderful) cured many Di- 
ſeaſes. Let him anſwer for himſelf; he can teſ- 


tifie, that 1n an Inſtant, by Prayer, he was heal- 


ed of thoſe moſt dangerous Incifions, mortal of 
themſelves, and beyond the Art of Man, as the 
| Surgeons confeſſed, cauſed by the little Cords, 
wherewith out of too much Fervour he had 


girded his Thighs and Arms. 


This is inconſiderable, if compared to his 
Power of raiſing the Dead: Beſides many o- 


thers, it is authentical'y proved, that five and 


twenty have obeyed his Call; ſome as they 
were carried to their Graves; others have been 
buried ſeveral Days, refreſhing hereby the Me- 
mory of Chiiſt's own Attions. A noble Gen— 


tile entreated him to come and raiſe his Daugh- 


ter, now deceaſed, and receiving this Anſwer, 


that ſhe was alive, diflatisfhed le{t St. Francis, 
but was ſoon comforted by his Servants, that 


told him ſhe lived. A Lady (like Martha) la- 
menting he Loſs, ſaid. If you had been here, 
my Daughter had not died: Why, ſaid the 
Saint, ſhe is not dead? Yes, replied ſhe, and 
three Days buried? 'The Saint accompanying 
her to the Grave, reſtored the Daughter alive 


to Uie ae and irreale Mother.

His while Life was nothing but an Exerciſe 
of the ſixth Gift, of helping the Needy ; He 
was totally taken up in tending the Sick and the 
Poor, ſuccouring the Oppreſſed, inſtructing the 
Jonorant and Sinners, aſſiſting all that were in 
Neceſſity and Danger either Spiritual or Tem- 
poral, with ſo- much Carefulnefs and induſtrious 


cal, that none is able to expreſs it. One St. 


Francis was not ſufficient to work according to 
the great Charity he bore to all. To the end 
he might help ſeveral, he was actually preſent | 
to each at the ſame time, in different Places: As 
when called upon by a Merchant, who ſuffered 
Shipwreck ; he obeyed and ſtaid with him three 
Days upon the Plank, till all the reſt of the 
Ship were dead, and brought him ſafe to Shore: 


And when, with the ſame miraculous Appariti- 


on, he ſaved ten Men in a little Beat. Such 


was the Confidence Seamen had in his Pre“ des 


that the oldeſt and moſt ſhivered Ships we Ty 
recken'd the meſt ſafe; and Infidels themf: ves 
for more Security, loaded all their Goods alam: ; 
them, tho? with double Charges and Expences, 


when lie aſſiſted even after his Death; for car- 


rying his Body in a very totte: ed, unſafe and 
W-1ice ged Ship, and runnieg vpcn a Rock, the 
Seamen betook thomſelves to invoke the Saint's 


Aid; and preſently the Rock ſplit in two, and 


opened a Paſſage for the Ship: Whereupon 


now at Sea, he is the Patron of Mariners, even 
amongſt the Infidels.

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He was eminent for the Gift of Government 


and directing Souls, with no leſs Satisfaction of 
Seculars than Religious; Grateful always to 
the People, dear to Kings and Princes, winning 
the Hearts of all. St. Ignatius would have made 


him General of his whole Order: The King 
of Portugal reverenced his Words as Coms 


mands, as did alſo the King of Bongo and Al- 


mangucci; I he King of Travancor, called the 
Great King, put out an Edict, commanding all 
ſhould obey the Great Father, (ſo he called St. 
Francis) as the Great King. He converted the 
King of Tanor, and ſeveral others. Pope Paul 


the III. admired his Sanctity: Marcellus the II. 


deſiring to ſee him, ſent for him from the Indies 
to come to Rome; ſo much did he win the 
Hearts of all far and near: The Gentiles reve- 
renced him, and even erected a Church in his 


Honour ; where ſome wicked Fellows out of 
Contempt, having often ſtole the Oyl from the 

Lamp, and poured Water in its Place; enraged 
to ſee the Wick yet burn, and themſelves de- 


luded, put it quite out, which has often lighted 


of itſelt, to their greater Confuſion, and Chriſ- 
_ tians greater Comfort. Another time, being all 
alone, he met a whole Army of Enemies, that 


were Heathens, whom he frighted and put to 


flight with his bare Authority. 

To conclude, his Gift of "Tongues is no leſs 
wonderful than the former. They ſpoke in thoſe 
: Countries a hundred different Languages, 


"which 


exactly noted in theſe our latter Days) that none 
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which St. Francis ſpoke not only well, but alſo 


with great Facility and Eloquence, yet with 
theſe two Privileges : The firſt, "That preaching 
to Men of different Nations, he was perfectly 
underſtood by every one. The ſecond, That 
with one and the ſame Word and Anſwer, he 
ſatisfied the Doubts and Queſtions of many to- 
gether, although concerning Things, both hard 
and of different Matters. "Theſe, and many o- 


ther Things we read of him in Hiſtorians, and _ 
in the Proceſs of his Canonization. They add 
moreover, that he was not ſo well known, or 


ſo much called by the Name of Francis, as 
ſometimes of Angel or Prophet, ſometimes 
Raiſer of the Dead ; now by that of Holy Fa- 
ther, other times of Great Father ; but always, 
and by all, with the Approbation of the Pope, 
and Applauſe of the whole World, he was cali- 
ed by the Name of Apoſtle, = 


Jo whoſe holy Interceſſion and Patronage,

Piſcaria the Idolatrous Badagi ſought to kill 
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The Mahometans perſecuted him with no leſs 


malice and rage: and becauſe their own chil- 
dren, whom the Saint had baptized, ſtood often 
Centinels to defend him from their parent's fu- 


ry, and ſometimes found ways for the Saint te 
eſcape their cruel hands, they ſet fire to the 


_ houſes, where they ſuſpected him to lie hid. 


Whence a grave and learned Doctor Martino 


Navarra reflecting upon the life of St. Francis 
Xaverius, always expoſed to danger of death, 


ſticks not to call it a perpetual martyrdom. All 


I have touched upon here, and more I omit, is 


nothing to the real deſire he had to die for ſo 
honourable a cauſe, as the faith of Chriſt: 


And certainly he endured more Anguiſh in his 


mind, by always (tho' in vain) deſiring to loſe 


his life, than he could have ſuffered in his body 
by once dying a martyr. Through the exceſs _ 


of the ardent wiſhes he was forced to cry out, 


Amplius Demine, Anplius, More, Lord, More, 
when in his ſleep he ſeemed to carry upon his 
back a heavy Moor, and in him the new world 
of the Indies: out of the ſame inflamed deſire 
he bore a holy envy to the Fathers oi the ſo- 
ciety, who were in future Ages to convert all
